BAGPIPES IN NEW YORK. 


The skrieling of a bagpipe was the occasion 
of a great popular seranade in West Twenty- 
first and West Twenty-second streets, New 
York. The object was to silence the bagpipe, 
but the effort appears to have been a flat failure. 

The shrill music of the ae has been issuing 
every evening since the beginning of summer 
from one of the tall flat houses just west of 
Kighth avenue, and as, during the hot weather 
lately, all windows have been wide a the 
strident tones penetrated than ever before. 

The neighbors didn’t know who the piper was, 
but were sure they could drown his melody. 
The small boys got together a great stock of the 
horns, whistles. tin-pans and other noise-makin 

raphernalia, and waited upon the roofs an 
in upper windows for the music to begin, © 

It began soon after 7 o'clock, and the air was 
at once filled with all sorts of unearthly noises. 
Windows were thrown up, and people who had 
not been a party to the original conspiracy lean- 
ed out to see what it was all about, and, catch- 
ing the idea, at once joined in. 

After a long search it was found out Arthur 
M. Ross was the piper. He is a carpenter, and 
lives on the top floor, back of the big apart- 
ment house, No. 309 West Twenty-first street. 
My. Ross is a Scotchman, and is an enthusiastic 
member of the Caladonian club. He plays the 
pipes at Scottish games, and competes for prizes 
against all comers.

Mrs. Rix had for the last fifty years 
been saving up to pay her visit to England to 
see Queen Victoria, She had no hope of ever 
spesking to Her Majesty, but trusted to be 
able to see her as she drove past in her carriage. 
When the adventures and travels of Mrs. Rix 
became known, the Queen invited her to visit 
Windsor and received her in the Castle. The 
Prince and Princess of Wales and their daugh- 
ters were present during the visit. For Mrs. 
Rix and those who accompanied her luncheon 
was served in the Lancaster tower and they 
were afterwards shown through the Royal 
apartments and library, The aged voyager 
left the Castle deeply impressed with Her Maj- 
esty’s condecension and full of wonder at the 
beauties of the Palace.

The question of the day is, was this fire an 
accident or not? No one seems to be able to 
answer the question. When the facts are known 
of this fire let everyone judge for himself. Let 
us first review the past ; inside of 33 days we 
have had no fewer than six fires. The first took 
place in an unoccupied building in the middle of 
the night, but was got out before much damage 
was done. The second burned 8. 8S. Taylor's 
unoccupied residence to the ground. The 
causes of those are unknown yet very obvious. 
The third took place in Goodridge’s "hotel when 
an over heated stove set fire to the floor. The 
fourth just got a start at the sills of Hetu’s 
hotel. The fifth took place in Reid & Kelly's 
stable, when someone set fire to the hay; and 
the sixth took place last night when the furni- 
ture store and residence of M. G. Connor, and 
the store of A. H. Martin were burned to the 
ground. The fire was seen first by Arch. 
Cameron, night watchman, about 9:15, when he 
was at McCauley’s yard, not 100 yards from it, 
and he immediately gave the alarm. 

Last night Mrs. and Miss Connor had just 
gone to the concert but a short time, and M. 
G. Connor had not left his building more than 
ten minutes when the fire broke out. On going 
back to his building—and about the first there 
~-Connor saw the tire was in a room at the 
back of his store; the fire engine arrived on 
the spot quickly, but was no earthly use to ex- 
tinguish it, all that could be done was to take 
away the lumber that was round Martin’s 
Avie and carry it across the street out of th. 
way. Blankets were hung over Gallagher's 
building, which was only about 30 feet from 
Martin’s and kept saturated with water, and 
water was kept playing on the side of the 
building. After Connor's building fell in Mar- 
tin’s was pushed over with long poles on to it 
so as to keep the fire back from Gallagher’s. 
The fire then gradually subsided. Gallager 
had just finished plastering the side of his 
building next the fire about half an hour before 
it broke out, and this probably saved the whole 
of Edmonton, Burning coals’ were flying but 
not far. This was one of the few fires that took 

lace without a wind. The tin on the front of 
‘dmiston’s building across the street from Con- 
nor’s became so hot at one time that water had 
to be kept on it to keep the wood under the tin 
from burning. A party stayed on the top of 
Ibbotson & Kernohan’s building and kept them- 
selves well supplied with water. Connor’s 
building was all locked up and there had been no 
fire in it since noon. ‘There was lots of material 
in the building that would catch fire easily, but 
how it did catch is a mystery. 

About 9:15, p.m., as Mr. and Mrs. Sharples, 
in one rig, and K. Looby, in another, got to the 
top of D. Ross’ hill, 200 yards from Connor’s, 
they saw a manmaking very quick time down the 
hill towards the river by a bridle path. This 
man might or might not have set the fire, but 
it would t ke a great deal of anxiety off some 
of our mind if he would return and explain his 
sudden tlight. 

The insurance on the buildings fell very far 
short of the loss, Connor's building and stock 
of furniture were insured by the Etna and Royal 
Insu ance Companies for $4,000, and A. “H. 
Martin's holds a policy for $200 by the Eastern 
Assurance Company, 

The only things saved were a few articles of 
furniture and the papers contained in the safe. 

Mrs. and Miss Connor and M. G, Connor 
have the sympathy of the whole community,
